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Ever Stop to Think Who 
Makes Today's Newspaper! 


Ever stop to consider what it tokes to produce even the 
smallest newspaper? 
I^et’s consider the PUBLISHER for a moment. On a smaller 
newspaper, he likely is not only the editor and publisher of the 
newspaper, but the adman, job printer, Linotype operator, press 
feeder, circulation manager and bookkeeper, and perhaps the 
photographer. He is a Jack-of-all-trades if ever there was one. 
On a larger weekly he is relieved of some of those duties, but 
never all of them —for he has to fill in many times in numerous 
places. His job parallels that of the editor of a small daily. 
But don’t think for a moment that the publisher of the large 
daily is a one-niche man. While he may be freed of a lot -of the 
chores of the publisher of a smaller newspaper he faces a m ulti­ 
tude of problems not common to the little man. Once you cross 
a certain line in the publishing business, you face the big prob­ 
lems of employee relations, labor unions, mass distribution, 
newsprint shortages, and greater and greater civic responsibility. 
Newspapering has become a complicated profession. The edi­ 
tor must be able to sense the public pulse, evaluate the news, 
and relay the events of the day to the reader in such a manner 
that he will fully understand what is taking place at home and 
abroad. It is his responsibility, too, to interpret the news, advise 
on matters of local concern and stand up for the people’s rights. 
He must “know something about everything and everything about 
something”—the latter being the newspaper business. 
It is his duty, also, to display the news in his publication in 
such a manner, typographically, as to attract the reader’s eye to 
the more important news. At the same time, he must not over­ 
play an unimportant event; or underplay an important happen­ 
ing. He weighs the news as carefully as the butcher weighs the 
meat or the grocer the apples, or the filling station attendant 
measures the gasoline. Did you ever stop to think of that? 
What about the adman? Did you know that he probably 
spent several years in school learning to plan ads that would ap­ 
peal to you as a reader, sell merchandise for you as an advertiser, 
and bring buyer and seller together? Did you know that he stud­ 
ied merchandising, layout, copywriting, selling—and continues to 
study those things—so that he can advise intelligently on adver­ 
tising and can be a merchandising counselor, so to speak? 
Do you realize that the reporter must be a person of broad 
training, with a great knowledge of many things? Ddi you ever 
stop to think of the multitude of assignments he covers? Of the 
complicated subjects he is called upon to report? 
Sit down some day and try to write a story about a meeting 
you attended. For example, the city council, the medical society, 
the bar, the ministerial alliance, the PTA. Ever try to write up a 
trial, a football game, a drowning, a funeral, a fair or festival— 
all in the same day? That’s a fair sample of the reporter’s job. 
Oftentimes, in addition, he has to cover the police station, the 
city hail, the court house, the chamber of commerce—and write 
a feature about the biggest melon, or the smallest midget, or the 
newest automobile. It’s fun. No doubt about that. And you meet 
the finest people, the worst people, *.he prettiest, the zaniest—all 
those who make life what it is. That is the reporter’s job— bring­ 
ing you life as it is—for he is the m irror of all that happens. 
There are society reporters, police reporters, sports reporters, 
feature w riters—each with a separate task to perform—on the 
larger newspapers. On the smaller publications the reporter does 
it all—like a one-man band. 
Writing a story is one job. Getting it into print is another. 
Enter now the mechanics of publishing a newspaper. 
That story, that ad, that headline—all must be set in type. A 
few, very few, newspapers still are set by hand. On those, every 
small letter in the newspaper is picked out individually from a 
type case, and set in its proper place in the columns. On most 
newspapers, typesetting is a mechanical chore performed by a 
Linotype—a machine which sets, as its name indicates, a line of 
type at a time. The Linotype operator, the compositor, the m ake­ 
up man, the pressman—all have their jobs to do in the backshop, 
and all have spent years training for those jobs. Theirs is the big 
responsibility of getting the newspaper “to bed’’ and into the 
hands of the readers. 
Distribution of the newspaper requires the services of the 
'‘circulation man.” On the small publication that responsibility 
rests with the printer’s devil (which is the name given an ap­ 
prentice who is all-around handym an), the publisher’s wife or a 
circulation manager. On the larger publications the job requires 
many men and big departments with special supervisors in each 
—one for city circulation, one for mail circulation, a circulation 
manager with over-all authority—and hundreds of carrier boys, 
street salesmen and news stand distributors. 
Publishing a newspaper is BIG BUSINESS . . . whether it be 
in Sikeston or New York City. No longer can a newspaper be 
established with a “shirttail full of type.” The day of the "bed­ 
room print-shop” passed long ago. ANY newspaper, regardless 
of its size, represents as great an investment as almost any busi­ 
ness in its town. Type is very expensive. Metal is extrem ely 
high. Newsprint has skyrocketed in price. A Linotype machine 
alone costs thousands of dollars, to say nothing of the complicated 
presses. And they represent only parts of the mechanics of pro­ 
ducing today’s newspaper. For there are the melting pots, the 
saws, the trimmers, the strip casters, the chases, the typewriters 
and the thousands of little items that go to make up even the 
smallest plant. 
This is written to encourage you to visit the newspaper plant 
in your home town. To see how’ it functions, what makes it tick— 
and to have a greater understanding of the job that newspaper 
is doing for you and your community.

Senator Hennings' 
Washington Report 


WASHINGTON. D C.. Sept SO­ 
LI. S. Senator Thomas C. Hennings, 
Jr. announced today that he will 
be spending most of the Fall trav ­ 
eling throughout Missouri in his 
third and longest planned trip to 
the State since the adjournm ent 
of Congress last month. The Sena­ 
tor said that he is “ looking forward 
to the opportunity to learn at first 
hand m ore about what the people 
in our State are thinking and feel­ 
ing about what is going on in 
W ashington.” 
‘‘The m any visitors to my office. 
as well as the mail from all over 
the State, clearly indicate that peo­ 
ple are disturbed over the present 
and uncertain about the future,” 
Hennings said. “ F arm ers are in 
desperate straits because of the 
prolonged drought and feel that the 
disaster program has failed to pro­ 
vide them with the necessary re­ 
lief. 
Business 
men, 
particularly 
sm all business men, are upset over 
the concentration of defense con­ 
tracts in the hands of a few big 
com panies. Consum ers 
generally 
are complaining about the high 
cost of the necessities of life. Labor 
has been confronted with lay-offs 
in im portant industries. And peo­ 
ple everyw here are apprehensive 
about our security as a Nation and 
are asking what positive steps are 
being taken to protect them against 
enem y attack. 
“ In Missouri, I want to have the 
opportunity to talk to as m any peo­ 
ple as I possibly can. to see what 
can be done to aid them with 
their specific problem s, and to gar­ 
ner any and all suggestions for 
m eeting some of the critical issues

economy.”

Ever stop to consider what it tokes to produce even the 
smallest newspaper? 
Let’s consider the PUBLISHER for a moment. On a smaller 
newspaper, he likely is not only the editor and publisher of the 
newspaper, but the adman, job printer, Linotype operator, press 
feeder, circulation m anager and bookkeeper, and perhaps the 
photographer. He is a Jaek-of-all-trades it ever there was one. 
On a larger weekly he is relieved of some of those duties, but 
never all of them —for he has to fill in many times in numerous 
places. His job parallels that of the editor of a small daily. 
hu t don’t think for a moment that the publisher of the large 
daily is a one-niche man. While he may be freed of a lot -of the 
chores of the publisher of a smaller newspaper he faces a m ulti­ 
tude of problems not common to the little man. Once you cross 
a certain line in the publishing business, you face the big prob­ 
lems of employee relations, labor unions, mass distribution, 
newsprint shortages, and greater and greater civic responsibility. 
Newspapering has become a complicated profession. The edi­ 
tor must be able to sense the public pulse, evaluate the news, 
and relay the events of the day to the reader in such a m anner 
that he will fully understand what is taking place at home and 
abroad. It is his responsibility, too, to interpret the news, advise 
on m atters of local concern and stand up for the people’s rights. 
He must “know something about everything and everything about 
something”—the latter being the newspaper business. 
It is his duty, also, to display the news in his publication in 
such a manner, typographically, as to attract the reader’s eye to 
the more important news. At the same time, he must not over­ 
play an unimportant event; or underplay an important happen­ 
ing. He weighs the news as carefully as the butcher weighs the 
meat or the grocer the apples, or the filling station attendant 
measures the gasoline. Did you ever stop to think of that? 
What about the adman? Did you know that he probably 
spent several years in school learning to plan ads that would ap ­ 
peal to you as a reader, sell merchandise for you as an advertiser, 
and bring buyer and seller together? Did you know that he stud­ 
ied merchandising, layout, copywriting, selling—and continues to 
study those things—so that he can advise intelligently on adver­ 
tising and can be a merchandising counselor, so to speak? 
Do you realize that the reporter must be a person of broad 
training, with a great knowledge of many things? Ddi you ever 
stop to think of the multitude of assignments he covers? Of the 
complicated subjects he is called upon to report? 
Sit down some day and try to write a story about a meeting 
you attended. For example, the city council, the medical society, 
the bar, the ministerial alliance, the PTA. Ever try to write up a 
trial, a football game, a drowning, a funeral, a fair or festival— 
all in the same day? T hat’s a fair sample of the reporter’s job. 
Oftentimes, in addition, he has to cover the police station, the 
city hall, the court house, the chamber of commerce—and write 
a feature about the biggest melon, or the smallest midget, or the 
newest automobile. It’s fun. No doubt about that. And you meet 
the finest people, the worst people, *.he prettiest, the zaniest—all 
those who make life what it is. That is the reporter’s job— bring­ 
ing you life as it is—for he is the m irror of all that happens. 
There arc society reporters, police reporters, sports reporters, 
feature writers—each with a separate task to perform—on the 
larger newspapers. On the smaller publications the reporter does 
it all—like a one-man band. 
Writing a story is one job. Getting it into print is another. 
Enter now the mechanics of publishing a newspaper. 
That story, that ad, that headline—all must be set in type. A 
few’, very few, newspapers still are set by hand. On those, every 
small letter in the newspaper is picked out individually from a 
type case, and set in its proper place in the columns. On most 
newspapers, typesetting is a mechanical chore performed by a 
Linotype—a machine which sets, as its name indicates, a line of 
type at a time. The Linotype operator, the compositor, the m ake­ 
up man, the pressman—all have their jobs to do in the backshop, 
and all have spent years training for those jobs. Theirs is the big 
responsibility of getting the newspaper “to bed” and into the 
hands of the readers. 
Distribution of the newspaper requires the services of the 
“circulation man.” On the small publication that responsibility 
rests with the printer’s devil (w’hich is the name given an ap­ 
prentice who is all-around handym an), the publisher’s w’ife or a 
circulation manager. On the larger publications the job requires 
many men and big departments with special supervisors in each 
— one for city circulation, one for mail circulation, a circulation 
manager with over-all authority—and hundreds of carrier boys, 
street salesmen and news stand distributors. 
Publishing a newspaper is BIG BUSINESS . . . whether it be 
in Sikeston or New York City. No U nger can a newspaper be 
established with a “shirttail lull of type.” The day of the “bed­ 
room print-shop” passed long ago. ANY newspaper, regardless 
of its size, represents as great an investment as almost any busi­ 
ness in its town. Type is very expensive. Metal is extremely 
high. Newsprint has skyrocketed in price. A Linotype machine 
alone costs thousands of dollars, to say nothing of the complicated 
presses. And they represent only parts of the mechanics of pro­ 
ducing today’s newspaper. For there are the melting pots, the 
saws, the trimmers, the strip casters, the chases, the typewriters 
and the thousands of little items that go to make up even the 
smallest plant. 
This is written to encourage you to visit the newspaper plant 
in your home town. To see how it functions, what makes it tick— 
and to have a greater understanding of the job that newspaper 
is doing for you and your community.

Ben Woodward tells me that his 
cotton receiving 400 lbs. of 3-9-27 
fertilizer per acre this year pro­ 
duced about twice as much as one 
row which w’as missed when th« 
fertilizer was applied. The cotton 
followed a crop of rye and vetch 
turned under in the spring. 
Mr. Woodward also notes that 
his com which produced 70 bush­ 
els per acre following vetch stood 
the drouth a lot better than corn 
not having the benefit of vetch. 
“ I want to sow all the vetch his 
fall that I can,” he said. 


A. L. Goodin says that he has 
observed two things on his farm 
i this year that indicates that con­ 
siderable benefit can be expected 
in the second year after nitrogen 
fertilizer is applied. He says that 
corn in one field which wras alm ost 
a failure because of the drouth 
did produce about 25 bushels per 
acre on that part where 125 lbs. 
of anhydrous ammonia w'as applied 
to corn in 1952. but on that part 
of the field receiving no nitrogen 
last year the yield was alm ost 
nothing. 
He says that his corn crop as a

of Congress last month. The Sena­ 
tor said that he is “ looking forward 
to the opportunity to learn at first 
hand more about what the people 
in our State are thinking and feel­ 
ing about what is going on in 
Washington.” 
“The many visitors to Vny office, 
as well as the mail from all over 
the State, clearly indicate that peo­ 
ple are disturbed over the present 
and uncertain about the future,” 
Hennings said. “ Farm ers are in 
desperate straits because of the 
prolonged drought and feel that the 
disaster program has failed to pro­ 
vide them with the necessary re­ 
lief. 
Business 
men, 
particularly 
small business men, are upset over 
the concentration of defense con­ 
tracts in the hands of a few big 
companies.
